Critical Fire Grant  
  

Washington, D.C. – Congressman Bill Shuster is pleased to announce that the Tunnelton 

Conemaugh TWP , Indiana County, has been awarded a grant in the amount 

of $43,521 through the Department of Homeland Security’s Assistance to Fire Fighters Grant 

Program.  

 
The fire company will use the grant to purchase new hydraulic extrication tools for their rescue 

operations as well as a washer/extractor to allow the fire company to clean and maintain their 

equipment in the fire house.
